Date Peanut Butter Loaf 
Three cups flour 
Six teaspoons baking powder 
One and one-half teaspdons salt 
One-half cup sugar 
Two-thirds cup peanut butter 
One and one-half cups milk 
One cup shredded dates 
Baking time: one hour in fairly 
moderate oven—325 degrees F. 
Yield: one loaf

After the ingredients have been well 
blended and turned into the bread pan, 
they are allowed to rise fifteen minutes 
before baking. The baked loaf should 
cool before cutting. 

In the preparation and baking of the 
new bread following culinary equip- 
ment will be useful: measuring cup, 
sifter, teaspoon, mixing bowl, square 
of paper, sharp knife, large spoon, well- 
greased bread pan, thermometer, clock, 
rack. 


Place the sifter upon the square of 
paper and then measure into it the 
sugar, flour, baking powder and salt. 
Turn the peanut butter, just as it 
comes from the jar or tin, into the 
mixing bowl and very slowly blend the 
milk with it. A little mil may be 
easily worked into the peanut butter, 
but a quantity offers difficulties. 


When the milk and peanut butter 
are a smooth blend, add the shredded 
dates. Sift the dry ingredients in and 
beat thoroughly. Pour the dough into 
the greased bread pan and let stand 
fifteen minutes by the clock. 

During that time light the oven and 
slowly bring it to the desired tempera- 
ture, 325 degrees F. At the end of the 
rising period place the bread in the 
oven and bake one hour. A light brown, 
slightly rough loaf rewards the cook. 

Turn upon the towel-covered rack to 
cool. The olaf keeps several days in 
an airtight box. Spread with butter 
the sliced bread makes excellent sand- 
wiches with fruit or vegetable salads.

WASHINGTON, June 6. 


To know John J. Raskob is to be perplexed how so mild-mannered a 
man could think up all the political chicanery which is attributed to him 
by a certain type of politician in the South. 

Where he gets the time to work up all the tricky stuff of which he is 
the alleged author is a riddle of another sort. 


The recent Congressional election in 
Kentucky has served to bring into 
focus how the Chairman of the Dem- 
ocratic National Committee covers his 
tracks. One of the campaign pamph- 
lets circulated widely by the Republi- 
cans in the effort to hald the districs 
they won by over. 4,000 votes in Nov- 
ember sought to keep alive the reli- 
gious issue on which Kentucky went 
for Hoover. 

Raskob was pictured as a Prince of 
Rome. Emphasis was laid on the fact 
that he made a journey to Kentucky 
on May 18. “Why?” the pamphlet 
wanted to know, and then gave the 
suggestive answer that having failed to 
establish the Pope in the White House 
last November, Raskob was determined 
to move the Vatican to the 3d Con- 
gressional District of Kentucky. 

Photographs were Offered as “evi- 
dence” of Raskob’s presence in Ken- 
tucky on May 18.
